The Kansas stock farm sale, which we
mentioned two week ago. turned out to
be a failure and fraud. The sales were
stopped beture half the stock had been
disposed of, and all went away with a big
disgust for Akers and his crew. 'I bis is
the way a writer in the "Turf Field and
Farm" speaks of It: 'Bv bis conduct in
tblB sale, Akers has struck a direct blow at
all stock sales in the West, it will b
long time before purchasers will regain any
coniuence in sales in (his par, of the coun-
try, aitr the furce perpetrated at Law-
rence last week. Alter should bear in
mind that there are gentlemen in the West
connected with stock lruia, and that tbev
at leat have some regard lor honest v and
trutn. il he has not; that by bis conduct he
has forfeited the esteem and confidence ol
every honest stock man who attended the
''sell,' ' and that If the Kmeas Stud Farm
ahall ever advertise another sate, it wilt
Have but a siim attendance, and a more
limited patronage, it that be possible.

In May, 1869, Gov. Bowie entrusted bis
mare, Australia, to the agent of the Bal li-

ra ore A Ohio Railroad, at Washington, to
be shipped to Jerome Park, where she
had important engagement. In putting
Australia aooara u train, an acciaent
occurred to her thronch careless handling.
The injuries sustained were so serious as
to forever destroy the racing qualities of
the mare. Gov. Bowie claimed damages,
ana me claim being resisted, the case
went into the courts. The first trial

in a verdict against tbe railroad
company. Gov. Bowie belnsr awarded bv
the Jury $9,000. Exceptions were taken
to tbe ruling of the judge, and a new trial
was ordered. The second verdict has just
been given, and it is also in favor of Gov.
Bowie, awarding hUn damages in the sum
of $10,000. This is a most important
case. It the verdict Is accepted as a pre-
cedent for other suits, It will make tbe
railroad companies more careful In the
naoaiing and shipment of valuable atock.
Race burses ahouid not be treated as ordi
nary horses. They are animals of great
expectations, especially those which have
engagements in stakes, and when you
crip pie one oi mem you cruao nope, ana
destroy there Is no telling bow many
wousanaa.

A private letter of the late Chief Justice
Chase, to a friend, gives this sketch of one
oi niB eariy adventures in farm labor;
' 'One ludicrous Incident of the chore kind
Impressed Itself strongly on my memory.
The bishop and most of the older members
of the family went away one morning, he
having ordered me to kill and dress a pig
while they were gone, to serve for dinner
that day or next. 1 bad no great trouble
in catching and slaughtering a fat young
porker, and I had a tub of hot water
all ready for plunging him tn preparatory
to taking off bis brisiles. Unfortunately,
however, the water was too hot or other-
wise In wrong condition, or perhaps wbeD
J soused the pig into It I kept him there too
long. At any rate, when i undertook to
take off the bristles, expecting they would
come off themselves, to my dismay I could
not start one ot Ibetn. '1 he bristles wen--

"set" in phra-e- . I picked!
and pulled in vain. What should I do;
The pig must be dressed. In that there
must be no failure. I bethought me of my
cousin's razors, a nice new pair, juu suit
ed to a spruce young clergyman, as b
was. No sooner Imagined than done. 1

got the razors and shaved the pig from toe
to BHout. I think the shaving of tbe pig
wb buccpbi. iue razors were some
what damaged In the operation.
